Until now, theories of agricultural development have focused on the role 
of the farming sector in the total development process, and have thus pro- 
vided little insight into the agricultural development process itself. Profes- 
sors Hayami and Ruttan propose a new model of the agricultural develop- 
ment process that treats technical and institutional change as endogenous 
to the economic system. They also offer cross-country analyses of the reasons 
for differences in agricultural productivity and a historical analysis of the 
agricultural development experience in Japan and the United States. They 
conclude by discussing the implications of their induced development model 
and the historical development experience for agricultural policy in less
